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MAGIC EDGE SIGNS DEAL WITH NAMCO OPERATIONS 


On Nov. 17, at the IAAPA trade show, Magic Edge Inc. announced 
the signing of a multi-million dollar joint deal with Namco Opera- 
tions Inc. The agreement combines an equity investment in Magic 
Edge with the sale of Magic Edge product to Namco. A third ele- 
ment grants Namco licensing rights for a series of themed en- 
tertainment centers, the first scheduled to open next spring on 
Shoreline Blvd. in Mountain View, Calif., near the Magic Edge head- 
quarters. The 12,000-square-foot, fully themed center will showcase 
a dozen Magic Edge virtual reality flight simulators that offer an 
aerial combat game. An additional center is planned for Japan and 
will open in late ’94. 


According to Kevin Hayes, president of Namco Operations: 
‘‘Magic Edge has been causing a commotion in our industry for 
quite a while. When we saw its product and met the executive team, 
we knew this would be an excellent match for Namco.’ On the Magic 
Edge side, CEO Michael Chan said: ‘This agreement fuses 
together the entrepreneurial excitement of Magic Edge with the 
strength and experience of Namco. It’s a powerful combination that 
will really shape our industry.” 


The negotiations resulted in an agreement with far-reaching stra- 
tegic implications. One of those is the exclusive licensing rights, 
which Namco now holds, to open and operate a number of Magic 
Edge entertainment centers in Japan. Magic Edge was founded 
in May, 1990. The company entered the virtual reality entertain- 
ment scene with the introduction of Hornet-1, a fully interactive 
simulator that immerses its players in a 3-D world. More details, 
and comprehensive coverage of IAAPA’s 75th Diamond Anniver- 
sary Convention, will appear in our January issue. 


WILLIAMS, DATA EAST SETTLE LAWSUITS 


Williams, Data East USA, and Data East Pinball announced on 
Nov. 11 that they had settled two lawsuits brought by Williams 
against the Data East companies, Gary Stern, and Joe Kaminkow. 
The suits were filed in 1992 and 1993 in a Chicago federal court. 


The Williams suits alleged that Stern and Kaminkow induced the 
infringement of certain Williams patents, and that Data East in- 
fringed these patents and certain trademarks, engaged in false ad- 
vertising, and violated a prior settlement agreement with Williams. 
The defendants denied the allegations and any wrongdoing. 


As part of the recent settlement, Data East agreed to license from 
Williams the patents and trademarks that were the subject of the 
litigation and pay royalties to Williams for any use thereof. Other 
details of the settlement were considered confidential. 


RUDOWICZ JOINS KONAMI 


Konami Inc. has hired Michael Rudowicz to fill the newly creat- 
ed position of coin-op division president. He spent the past seven 
years as vice president of sales for Wico. Before that Rudowicz 
worked many years for Bally and Rowe International. 


“Right now we’re looking at the marketplace and considering 
expansion into other areas,’ he said. ‘‘For instance, we might start 
licensing some video product and begin marketing the redemption 
pieces that are being manufactured in Japan.’ 


AMERICAN LASER GAMES OFFERS REBATE 


Until Dec. 31, operators who buy a conversion kit for American 
Laser Games’ latest game, Drug Wars, can get a $500 check back 
from the company. Operators who have Mad Dog McCree, Who Shot 
Johnny Rock?, Gallagher’s Gallery, or Space Pirates can take ad- 
vantage of this offer. 


For a limited time, conversion kits for Drug Wars will have num- 
bered certificates packed inside. All the operator need do is install 
the new game software and return the previous video disc and 
RAM/ROM card to ALG, along with the certificate and proof of 
purchase. The company will then send a check directly to the 
operator. 

‘“We want operators who have our earlier games to take advan- 
tage of the excitement our newer games can generate in their lo- 
cations,” said Stan Jarocki, ALG’s vice president of marketing and 
sales. Drug Wars was introduced at the AMOA show in October. 
It’s the seventh live action game produced by ALG, incorporating 
cinematography, special effects, and stunts. The game’s scenario 
involves the player in increasingly difficult encounters with the 
henchmen of an evil drug lord. 
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AUTHORIZATION SOUGHT FOR W.VA. VIDEO LOTTERY 


The West Virginia Supreme Court ruled on Oct. 28 that the oper- 
ation of video lottery can continue at the Mountaineer Park race 
track until Nov. 27, at which point it must cease until the Legisla- 
ture amends the Lottery Act to give the Lottery Commission more 
specific authorization. Video lottery is only allowed at Mountaineer 
Park, where it’s being run on a test basis. 


‘‘The Supreme Court determined that there was a constitution- 
al problem with the grant of authority from the Legislature to the 
Lottery Commission,’ explained Thomas Russell, secretary and 
general counsel for Winners Entertainment Inc., parent company 
of Mountaineer Park Inc. ‘‘They determined that on the basis that 
the Lottery Commission had not been provided specific guidelines 
and rules by the Legislature, as required in a 1983 constitutional 
amendment. But the Supreme Court made it clear that if the Legis- 
lature were to provide these guidelines and rules in subsequent 
legislation, it would probably pass their smell test.’ Russell Says 
the Legislature probably will not meet in special session to address 
the issue, since the regular session begins in January. As for the 
Nov. 27 date to cease video lottery operations at Mountaineer Park, 
“it appears that with our filing of a petition for reconsideration, 
we will get an automatic stay from the Supreme Court. We’re hope- 
ful that stay would carry us into the legislative session, which would 
give legislators the chance to take the appropriate action and make 
the Supreme Court’s decision moot.’ 


The effort to remedy the Supreme Court’s action has been joined 
by the state’s three other race tracks. ‘‘They have an interest in 
pursuing video lottery and are helping us in our campaign to draw 
attention to the issue,” Russell said. “‘If the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion goes unremedied, it would have a detrimental effect on the 
State in terms of employment and tax revenues.’ 


DATA EAST PIN APPEARS ON HBO 


Data East’s Tales From The Crypt pinball is now being featured 
in all Home Box Office (HBO) on-air advertisements for the popu- 
lar horror series. In addition, Kim Kaminkow, wife of Data East 
vice president of design Joe Kaminkow, appeared in the episode 
“Oils Well That Ends Well”’ in late November. Each show begins 
and ends with the Crypt Keeper playing the Data East pinball.

and a few other thoughts 


’m writing this in November, having 
returned from AMOA ‘93 just last week, 
but you're reading it in December. But 
those of us here at the magazine are 
already thinking about the January and 
February issues. I’ve always said that 
magazine people see their lives go by 
much faster than most. Anyway, I’d sin- 
cerely like to say Happy Holidays to all 
of our wonderful readers and good 
friends. I hope that 1994 is a great year 
for you all. 

Speaking of the AMOA show, this 
time it was a refreshing mixture of 
exciting product. Redemption, no doubt, 
dominated the show and the games just 
keep getting better. There was an 
assortment of dinosaurs 
in plush booths and as 
Characters on quite a 
few games, but there 
was much, much more. 
Anyone even remotely 
considering redemption 
saw it all. 

The video games cer- 
tainly ran the gamut, 
from virtual reality to 
inexpensive software. 
Ask any of the many 
kids roaming the floor 
what they liked and 
Mortal Kombat II was 
the common answer. 
“It’s a whole new game, 
not just a rehash of the 
original like many se- 
quels are,” said one 14-year-old. They 
also typically liked the simulators and 
gun games. 

Street operators often commented 
that video was passing them by in favor 
of the more expensive, simulator-type 
games obviously geared toward large 
amusement centers. In a way they were 
right, but in the past the majority of 
games were designed for smaller loca- 
tions; they just aren’t now. But that 
doesn’t mean manufacturers are ignor- 
ing street operators. There were some 
games—and kits—that will do great in 
street locations. 

And speaking of street locations, 
there were jukeboxes, pool tables, dart 
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games, and even some countertop 
games that all scream “street location!” 
Valley, which has been a strong force in 
the success of leagues, is making it even 
easier for operators with its league sys- 
tem. Arachnid and Merit are also taking 
the pain out of league paperwork. 

But it was pretty clear that expensive, 
massive games were the norm. It only 
confirms what we've been hearing: 
there is a trend emerging toward large 
family amusement centers. 

Virtual reality is in its infancy, but the 
foundation is being readied to build on. 
Alternate Worlds Technology is becom- 
ing a familiar name, as we've seen its 
offerings at several shows now. Of 
course, Visions of Reality is taking the 
concept perhaps several stages ahead 
both in technology and cost. We're talk- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
here. You'll see in our Fax Poll results 
that operators are excited about the 
new technology but are wondering seri- 
ously whether it will be a reality for 
them. 

This industry thrives on change, and 
as one operator said, “We can't adopt an 
ostrich position toward anything with 
potential to enhance the industry.” 
Someone described virtual reality right 
now as being at about the stage that 
video games were with the invention of 
Pong. If that’s true, we have a lot of vir- 
tual reality surprises awaiting us at 
future shows. 

One thing I was happy to see was a 
smattering of games steering away from 
the violent fighting themes. My son 
liked Irem’s Ninja Bat Man Baseball, 
which was a comical adventure. I liked 
Punky Doodle, another cartoonish 
adventure. But I had to laugh when I 
saw violence invading even redemption 
games with Splat-a-Rat. The game itself 
really isn’t that violent and is similar to 
Whac-A-Mole, but what a name! 

Sit back, ponder the wonders you saw 
at AMOA (and what you wanted to see), 
and start making those New Year’s res- 
Olutions. After all, if you get an early 
start, you can break them all just that 
much sooner! |!

Games: “AMOA believes 
that the current trend of 
the escalating use of vio- 
lence in video games will 
prove to be detrimental 
to the industry in the 
long term. We are cur- 
rently seeing parents 
and safety advocate 
groups speaking out 
against video games and 
their use of graphic vio- 
lence. AMOA believes 
that it is indeed possible 
to design successful 
video games without the 
use of graphic violence. 

AMOA believes that if 
the graphic use of vio- 
lence continues our in- 
dustry will suffer reper- 
cussions similar to the 
regulatory backlashes of 
the early ‘80s, with state 
and local governments 
receiving pressure to 
further regulate and tax 
the industry. 

AMOA encourages all 
manufacturers to design 
games with wide appeal 
and design—and without 
the excessive use of 
graphic violence.” 

Underwriters Labora- 
tories Safety Inspections: 
“AMOA believes that 
public safety is impor- 
tant in the promotion 
and growth of our indus- 
try. Currently more and 
more cities are requiring 
an Underwriters Labora- 
tory (or its equivalent) 
testing of amusement 
games. 

AMOA believes that as 
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AMOA takes stand on three issues 


an industry, the most 
efficient and cost-effec- 
tive way to have the 
equipment we use tested 
is not on an individual, 
location-by-location 
basis. We believe that 
manufacturers of the 
equipment used in our 
industry should be pro- 
viding the tests and 
approvals. 

AMOA recognizes that 
there are currently some 
manufacturers who are 
having their equipment 
tested. AMOA thanks 
them and asks all other 
manufacturers to have 
their equipment tested 
prior to allowing. it to be 
brought to market.” 

Alternate Means of 
Providing Equipment to 
the Operators: “AMOA 
has concern over the 
increase in proposed 
alternate means of man- 
ufacturers providing 
equipment to operators 
and directly to locations. 
AMOA encourages all 


operators to evaluate all 
opportunities available 
to you, in light of both 
the profitability to your 
own business and the 
effects on the long-term 
health of the industry. 
Without the long-term 
health of the entire 
industry, none of the 
industry can prosper. 

“AMOA recognizes 
that there are at times 
legitimate alternatives to 
the standard practices of 
the industry. AMOA also 
recognizes that the mar- 
ket is currently seeing 
some alternatives to the 
standard practices that 
we believe may well not 
be in the best interest of 
the industry.” 

In other news con- 
cerning the association, 
AMOA government rela- 
tions manager Laura 
Olson told Play Meter 
that the government 
relations committee was 
to have met in Novem- 
ber to go over the issues 


facing the industry, pri- 
oritize them, and budget 
them accordingly during 
the budgetary process. 
Among those to consider 
are the dollar coin, to- 
bacco taxes, cigarette 
vending bans, jukebox 
licensing, product safety, 
state and federal gaming 
activity, telecommunica- 
tions, and health care. 

“We’re going to refo- 
cus our efforts a bit dif- 
ferently,” she said. “For 
example, we'll look at 
who the congressional 
decision-makers are on 
these issues and target 
the ones we can possibly 
sway. Eight to 10 con- 
gressional districts will 
be targeted, and we'll 
work closely with opera- 
tors, distributors, and/or 
manufacturers on pro- 
grams in these districts.

SERBIA 


Gambling machines 
are still partly operat- 
ing in Serbia, according 
to reports from Bel- 
grade. The extreme 
inflation—the govern- 
ment has just issued 10 
billion dinar banknotes 
that have the value of 
around $30, but only on 
the morning of issue— 
means that by the time 
this news item is read, 
a further 90 percent in- 
flation will have taken 
place. 

This has not stopped 
the video poker ma- 
chines from operating, 
nor has the extreme 
poverty of the people. 
Programs have been 
locally modified, enab- 
ling operators to still 
take a profit of around 
$600 a month from the 
machines. 

One of the biggest 
problems for the indus- 
try to overcome is the 
cost of fuel, due to the 
embargo. The service of 
technicians or collec- 
tors is made very diffi- 
cult, especially for those 
machines situated some 
distance from the oper- 
ator’s base. At the same 
time, if the police find 
fuel in spare cans or 
bottles in the rear of 
cars they can confiscate 
it. This means that ma- 
chines are only in oper- 
ation if they are literally 
within a cycle ride of an 
operator's base. 
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INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


FINLAND 


The Finnish company 
RAHA-Automaattiy- 
hdistys, which operates 
nearly all of the coin 
machines in the coun- 
try on behalf of chari- 
ties, has opened the 
third of a proposed 
chain of arcades in Fin- 
land. There have never 
been arcades before in 
Finland, although 
RAHA does have 16 
“mini-casinos” in oper- 
ation. 

The arcades contain 
all the regular equip- 
ment, including video 
games, pinball ma- 
chines, and shooting, 
driving, and novelty 
games. The first arcade 
was opened in Helsinki 
on Oct. 1; the other two 
were opened in Tam- 
pere and Lahti. There 
are plans to open “sev- 
eral more” arcades 
within the next 12 
months, according to 
Matt Takala, director of 
industrial operations 
for RAHA. 


CZECH 
REPUBLIC 


Before the separation 
of the old Czechoslo- 
vakia, machines had to 
be approved by a cen- 
tral organization based 
in both cities. But since 
the split into two coun- 
tries, approval granted 
in one country no long- 
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er applies in the other. 
As of Dec. 31, any ma- 
chine operating in the 
Czech Republic with a 
certificate of approval 
from Piestany, home of 
the Slovak test insti- 
tute, is illegal. It must 
have the approval of 
the Czech test institute 
in Prague. 

According to infor- 
mation from the Czech 
Republic, some compa- 
nies are taking exces- 
sive profits by making 
desperate customers 
pay very high charges 
to adapt a machine to 
the requirements of the 
Prague testing insti- 
tute. It is suggested that 
these companies are 
Dutch by influence, but 
this has yet to be estab- 
lished. 


SLOVAKIA 


The local magistrate’s 
tax for gambling ma- 
chines was raised by 
100 percent recently, 


from $600 to $1,200 a. 


year. Operators who 
sited machines after 
Sept. 1 now have to pay 
$600 for the second half 
of the year, up to Dec. 
31. 

New laws are expect- 
ed to regulate gambling 
machines in a more 
sensible way, but it isn’t 
certain when and how 
the Slovakian parlia- 
ment will pass them. It 
appears that some of 


the old Communist phi- 
losophy remains, and 
this has been height- 
ened by news that the 
central tax collector’s 
office is proposing that 
an extra tax of $600 a 
year be collected from 
gambling machines. 
This is apparently still 
floating around parlia- 
ment as a serious sug- 
gestion. 


RUSSIA 


Redemption is not 
completely alien in the 
Russian market, al- 
though it may be a long 
way from high-density 
concentration. PMS 
International, the Bri- 
tish-based soft toy sup- 
plier, found at the 
EELEX show in St. 
Petersburg that there is 
still a market. 

The company’s David 
Scoggins told EuroSlot 
that he already had 
some contact with the 
Russian market prior 
to the show. There are 
some redemption ma- 
chines in arcades and 
underground stations, 
but a significant market 
exists in ordinary shops 
and stores in Russia. 
“The redemption busi- 
ness so far is all in 
cranes,’ Scoggins said. 
“The ordinary Russian 
finds them a little ex- 
pensive for their pock- 
et, but nevertheless 
they are there.” 
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INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


SOUTH 
AFRICA 


A new law that will 
change gaming ma- 
chine regulations is 
expected in South 
Africa after April 1994. 
There is widespread 
speculation that the 
regulations will only 
permit machines in 
registered clubs, with 
the profits going to 
members of the clubs 
for improved facilities. 
It is thought that opera- 
tors would still be able 
to own and operate the 
machines in the clubs, 
but on a rental basis 
with a fee for service. 


BULGARIA 


Bulgaria is clamping 
down on gambling ma- 
chines and stopping 
imports unless they 
have been tested and 
passed by the Bulgarian 
Committee of Stan- 
dardization and Metro- 
logy in Sofia. Jordan 
Jordanov, president of 
the committee, told 
EuroSlot that as of July 
1, 1993, operators were 
given three months to 
submit every model of 
machine for testing and 
approval. Any ma- 
chines still in operation 
after Oct. 1 without cer- 
tification would be ille- 
gal. 
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Jordanov said it was 
clear that there would 
be many illegal ma- 
chines in operation, 
and that the authorities 
would begin to take 
action. 

Twenty-four “parame- 
ters” had to be satisfied 
by the testing, the key 
ones being that no 
machine should exceed 
five years in age and 
that all machines should 
pay out a minimum of 
90 percent of the input. 


SINGAPORE 


A sales office has 
been opened in Sing- 
apore by Leisure and 
Allied of Australia fol- 
lowing conclusion of a 
deal with Village-Road- 
show, the Australian- 
based cinema company. 
Village has concluded a 
major deal to open a 
series of multi-screen 
cinemas in Singapore 
and Bangkok. Leisure 
and Allied has an 
agreement to supply 
machines to the cinema 
complexes. 

This provided suffi- 
cient potential to open 
an office there, added 
to business that Leisure 
and Allied already has 
in Singapore. Juan 
Uribe, former manager 
of the company’s office 
in New South Wales, is 
in charge. 
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DENMARK 


It is reported that 
pool tables are becom- 
ing more popular in 
Denmark. Over the 
past 12 months the 
market has expanded 
by aS much as 20 per- 
cent, and it is thought 
that it currently holds 
about 3,000 tables. The 
ceiling is expected to 
be at least another 
1,000 units. 

The price per play is 
from five Krowns (75 
cents) up to as much as 
10 Krowns in city cen- 
ters. The table is of the 
British small-pockets, 
small-balls variety. It’s 
principally brought in 
from Hazel Grove or 
NSM in Germany. 


AUSTRALIA 


A. Hankin and Co. is 
set to open Australia’s 
second-largest arcade 
in Melbourne. It will be 
in the High Point shop- 
ping mall owned by the 
Susan Group, which 
has a series of high- 
class women’s clothing 
shops in Australia. 

The arcade is expect- 
ed to be operating by 
the end of the year. It 
will cover 17,000 square 
feet, a little less than 
the arcade at the Mi- 
randa Shopping Centre 


in Sydney. The Mel- 
bourne arcade is ex- 
pected to contain not 
just coin machines but 
also a carousel, a train 
ride, and other small 
amusement park fea- 
tures. 


FRANCE 


Avranches Automa- 
tic, the Normandy- 
based distributor and 
manufacturer of N’Styl 
cabinets, has announc- 
ed that it will move into 
the distribution of bub- 
ble gum machines. For 
many years Avranches 
has resisted the move 
into this sector, but has 
now finally bowed to 
the pressure provoked 
by legislation. This 
means there are no 
payout machines in the 
country, except for 
those operated by the 
traveling fraternity, 
which vigorously lob- 
bied for the right to 
operate pushers and 
the like in mobile 
arcades. 

Avranches will im- 
port the machines at 
first and possibly later 
move into their manu- 
facture if it is seen as 
being worthwhile.

Collected thoughts on 
gaming and seminars 


he last seminar at AMOA Expo ‘93 
was “Video Gaming: What's Hot? 
What’s Not?” As I sat in that seminar, 
surveying the small crowd (about 50), 
I harkened back to the heady days of 
video gaming interest. Back then (not 
long ago) well over 100 people 
crammed into the room while others 
in the hallway strained to hear the 
panel members impart information. 

Will we ever see that level of interest 
again? There are no crystal balls 
handy, and life is full of surprises, so 
the answer is unknown. 
AMOA’s new Legal 
Gaming Committee is 
taking the right steps to 
coordinate and dissemi- 
nate material that will 
be helpful to the cause. 
It deserves the indus- 
try’s full support and 
cooperation. 

What kind of feed- 
back is the trade press 
getting? Our new FAX 
Poll recently featured 
questions on video gam- 
ing and only one came 
back to us, aS opposed 
to a flock of responses 
to questions on video 
game violence. That tells us something. 

State associations have a difficult 
time drawing members as it is. 
Assessments are needed to fight off 
unfair taxation in the form of excessive 
license fees, as well as to fight for video 
gaming. 

Operators do not want to let go of 
gray area games. The games have been 
too lucrative and locations want them. 
Despite having to look over their shoul- 
ders to see if law enforcement is decid- 
ing to crack down, a large percentage 
of operators still deal in gray games. 

A number of states may yet adopt 
some form of video lottery, but may go 
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with a Video Lottery Technologies-type 
all-in-one system as was just put in 
place in Atlantic Canada, or a system 
from GTECH, the formidable lottery- 
connected company. 

It’s discouraging that a state such as 
Maine did not pass a video gaming bill 
this year, with possibly up to 40 percent 
of the proceeds going to the state after 
customer payouts. 

I fear that many operators are not 
far-sighted. They are thinking about 
how many Mortal Kombat II and Super 
Street Fighter II games they will be able 
to buy, without seeing the big picture. 
They are not making adjustments as 
the industry changes. 

Riverboat gaming and Indian gaming 
will continue to grow, fueling the inter- 
est of neighboring states. Riverboats 
are a “destination” and are therefore 
not considered as undesirable as a few 
poker games at the corner tavern. I 
don’t share this opinion, but it is the 
perception, one reiterated to me by a 
legislator from Illinois at the 1992 
Riverboat Gaming Congress & Expo. 
Gaming can be tolerated if it’s not next 
door—sort of like a minimum-security 
prison. 

Sins of omission: It there was one 
glaring error in the seminar program 
this year, which offered a meager six 
sessions, it was the absence of a 
redemption seminar. 

Redemption equipment has domi- 
nated the exhibit floors at the AMOA 
Expo and ACME for two years running 
and it seemed unthinkable to pass it 
by. 

There are a number of other topics, 
such as price per play and shared rev- 
enue, that could be expounded upon in 
a session that would draw good atten- 
dance. There will be other opportuni- 
ties in the future; I hope some of the 
industry's meatier topics find their way 
into seminar programs next year.

Valley has structured its entire 
company around providing these 
three things to all league opera- 
tors. And, in what's come to be a 
Valley hallmark, the company 


has tried to make it possible for 
non-Valley operators to be able to 
use portions of The League 
Machine. For example, Valley's 
League Machine Automated 
Scoring System can be used with 
any manufacturer’s equipment. 
More about that later. 

Marketing manager Scott 
Schroeder explained more about 
the system: “Over the years, we 
learned a lot about leagues—from 
operators, from players, and a lot 
the hard way. Some things were 
just little tricks of the trade, some 
were fairly major innovations. But 
they all add up. 

“We saw operators in one part 
of the country doing one thing 
that increased earnings, opera- 
tors in another part of the coun- 
try doing something else that 
saved time or costs, and things 
going on overseas that worked 
great and weren't being done 
here at all. But no one had ever 
put all of the money-making and 
money-saving elements togeth- 
er—until Valley, that is.” 

Thus came The League Ma- 
chine. Since reliable equipment is 
a Valley forte, that’s the first of 
the three elements operators 
need to maximize league earn- 
ings. Valley has a reputation for 
producing solid pool tables and 
dart machines, and the company 
has been fine-tuning them for 
better league performance. 

How? There are the obvious 
things, like the score sheet drop 
box in the side of the dart 
machine in addition to less obvi- 
ous things like MET independent 
lab approval (certification of com- 
pliance to UL 22 standards). 

Valley recently unveiled a new 
line of pool tables so operators 
could open up new league loca- 
tions or better satisfy their 
upscale locations. Called the 
Image Series, the new tables 
were designed to fit the decor of 
the bar or restaurant they're in. 
There are four models: sports 
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bar, country-western, traditional, 
and contemporary model. They 
turned heads at the October 
AMOA show. 

Bruce Allen, pool table plant 
manager in Bay City, Mich., 
pointed out some of the improve- 
ments to make Valley's products 
more tournament- and league- 
compatible. “Even though the 
imported Italian slate is all pre- 
cut and ready to install, we check 
each piece for flatness and grind 
where necessary to 1/10,000th of 
an inch tolerance to assure 
absolute professional player flat- 
ness. League-level players can 
tell the difference.” 

He continued, “For operators, 
we ve designed in things like sin- 
gle-screw-removal pocket liners 
for quick and easy changes and 
unitized coin equipment assem- 
blies to minimize repair costs if 
there's a break-in.” 

Gary Ebanks, dart game plant 
manager in Sycamore, IIl., echoes 
similar praise for Valley’s empha- 
sis on league-quality equipment. 
He explained, “For example, our 
ribs that hold all of the segments 
together in our targets are 60 
percent thinner, which provides 
30 percent more hitting area and 
fewer deflected darts. We offer 
both the standard red and blue 
targets and—for player areas that 
prefer them—four color targets 
that closely resemble bristle 
boards. Either way, they're flush- 
mounted to eliminate shadows on 
the target and come with a five- 
year/50,000-game warranty.” 

Valley even manufactures its 
own pool cues in Shakopee, 
Minn., primarily to make sure 
that the cues they ship with their 
tables are commensurate with 
the quality of their tables. 
According to Dick Shelton, senior 
vice president and general man- 
ager, “The primary reason we're 
in the cue manufacturing busi- 
ness is SO we Can assure opera- 
tors of both league-level playing 
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Bruce Allen, plant manager. 


quality and longevity.” 

Shelton emphasized that the 
level of support—parts and ser- 
vice—has to be just as high as the 
level of product quality. That’s the 
reason Valley recently central- 
ized its service for all its products 
in Sycamore and expanded its 
service hours so operators can 
get toll-free service from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m. 

Bob Corrigan, national service 
manager, made it clear that 
Valley does whatever it takes to 
live up to its reliable equipment 
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claims. “We have a large, excep- 
tionally strong distributor net- 
work that provides parts and ser- 
vice for their customers and we 
rely heavily on them,” he said. 
“But operators can call us direct, 
too, if they can’t get the help they 
need when they need it.” 

Powerful promotions—getting 
players into leagues and keeping 
them—there is also a priority. 
You have to give players incen- 
tive. Valley is currently putting 
strong emphasis in this area. 
From what we're told, operators 
will be seeing more and stronger 
promotions. 

Schroeder told us, “Shortly 
operators will be seeing materials 
with a league promotion charac- 
ter and materials developed in 
concert with league operators 
Valley has been consulting with. 
There will be posters, banners, in- 
bar prizes, on-going tourna- 
ments...operators won't be disap- 
pointed.” 

He added that this year’s Valley 
World Cup Championships, long 
known to be one of the best dart 
tournaments in the industry, will 
be bigger and better than ever. 
It’s even been given a special 
name, The ‘94 Valley Gold. There 
are trips to Las Vegas and 
Europe, all kinds of prizes, better 
organization than ever, and 
reduced eligibility requirements 
for operators who want to partici- 
pate. 

Of course, Valley has always 
been a strong player when it 
comes to league support. For 
example, Valley established the 
Valley National 8-Ball Association 
(VNEA) some years back. The 
VNEA is now over 50,000 players 
strong and growing faster than 
ever. VNEA’s director, Gregg 
Elliott, said, “Operators can 
expect to be seeing much more of 
VNEA in the future. We’re more 
active, providing more operator 
support, and investing more than 
ever.”

YEAR IN 
REVIEW 


1993: The year of the “V" 


e’ve previously had the year of 
the crane, the year of the video 
game, even the year of the pin- 
ball. This time we will look back 
on 1993 as the year of the “V.” 

V? Some of the hottest topics 
during the year: video games and 
violence, virtual reality, vending, 
and value. The top story of the 
year would have to be the contro- 
versy of violence in video games. 
The top game was Street Fighter 
IT, but Williams’ Mortal Kombat 
generated the most headlines as 
it was targeted by newspapers as 
the most violent video game to 
date. 

And we were bombarded with 
huge, bold, screaming headlines 
like “Mortal Kombat takes on 
Street Fighter II,” “Too Violent for 
Kids?,” “Mortal Sin?,” and “Mortal 
Kombat: This Game is a Killer.” It 
didn’t let up; instead, it gained 
momentum. Reporters all jump- 
ed on the bandwagon, claiming 
that video game violence was at 
an all-time high and that it was 
time to take action. 

In one rare newspaper article a 
youngster was given space to 
defend the games. He said, “Kids 
don’t play the games just because 
of the violence. The colorful 
graphics and intricate fingerwork 
attract players. Also, when you 
play your game, it’s something to 
take your anger out on. It gives 
you something to do.” 

One reporter was so bold as to 
say that once parents actually 
played the games a common 
reaction was, “Is that it?” But that 
reporter’s attempt at being fair 
was not the position taken by 
many. In fact, one mother, Lucia 
Herndon, said in an article she 
penned for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, “I hate to sound like a 
person who yells before she is hit, 
but I’ve decided, without ever 
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seeing it, not to buy Mortal 
Kombat.” 

Unbelievably, this same con- 
cerned mother actually said of 
her son, “We are talking about a 
boy who watches Beavis and 
Butthead. He spends a lot of time 
using their trademark ‘heh-heh’ 
laugh and saying ‘cool.’” 

She continued, “Why are these 
two brainless beings tolerable 
while Mortal Kombat is not? 
Because Beavis and Butthead are 
obviously cartoons. Hopefully, 
there are not two 15-year-old 
boys in the world as ugly as they 
are.” Her demented reasoning 
only goes to illustrate how frus- 
trating it can be to deal with irra- 
tional people. 

The outcry in print against vio- 
lence in video games prompted 
Jack Rodios of CashBox Australia 
to warn the industry of repercus- 
sions to come. He explained, 
“Violence in today’s society is of 
great concern to just about every- 
one, particularly those bringing 
up children. It follows that we in 
the amusement machine industry 
should not be unduly surprised 
that violence in video games has 
become embroiled in the far big- 
ger debate over violence in soci- 
ety.” 

He continued, “Whether those 
who consider violent-themed 
videos damaging really know 
what they are talking about or not 
has little to do with it. The facts 
remain: 1) video games are be- 
coming increasingly violent and, 
2) while they continue to become 
so our industry will be a target for 
everyone in the community who 
believes that graphically depicted 
violence on a TV screen can lead 
to violence in the streets.” 

Gene Winstead, in a “Coinman 
Interview,” addressed the prob- 
lem of violence like this: “I am

concerned that the games depict 
something extremely violent. Is 
the violence a key element of 
game play? I don’t think so; I 
think it can be toned down. We 
don’t need the sensationalism. 
When there is a public feedback, 
it’s going to be a bit late to change 
things.” 

Tom McAuliffe and Frank Ash 
of Champions Amusement had 
this to say on violence: “The 
entertainment industry plays a 
disproportionate role in influenc- 
ing the behavior of our young 
people. Video games, offered for 
play in arcades and other places 
children frequent, are open to all 
ages without restriction. This is 
the main difference between our 
industry and other entertainment 
vehicles where parents, the 
industry, or society have some 
control.” 

They continued, “Everyone is 
responsible for the children. The 
press has already featured sever- 
al articles on video game vio- 
lence. As the games escalate 
from the relatively non-contro- 
versial, the spotlight will be 
focused on our industry. It’s time 
for our industry to act responsibly 
and ‘do the right thing.” 

The controversy surrounding 
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violence in video games prompt- 
ed Nintendo to announce that it 
would not sell Mortal Kombat for 
its home system with all the “fin- 
ishing moves.” Sega, on the other 
hand, wanted a dead ringer of the 
arcade version, blood and all. 
Sega tempered its decision to sell 
the violent version by announcing 
plans to offer ratings on its home 
games. The ratings range from 
general audience to adults only. 
Mortal Kombat, one of the first 
games rated by Sega’s indepen- 
dent advisory council, is rated 
MA-13 (parental discretion). 

-Surprisingly, all the controver- 
sy only fueled Mortal Kombat's 
popularity. When Mortal Kombat 
II was introduced at the AMOA 
show in Anaheim, Calif., there 
was little doubt that it was the hit 
of the show. Its tremendous fol- 
lowing was brought home by com- 
ments from kids at the show. 
How’d they like it? “It’s the 
coolest game.” 


Virtual reality 


While we suffered the criticism 
of too much violence in games 
and newspapers made us wish 
video games weren't quite so 
real, there were those working to 
make them even more real with 
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virtual reality. Although we had 
seen Edison Brothers making 
serious inroads with the new 
technology, it wasn’t until the 
ACME show in March that many 
saw a sampling of what may be 
available to the average operator. 

Edison Brothers, in conjunction 
with Spectrum Holobyte and 
Paramount, planned to take Star 
Trek where it has never gone 
before—the mall. The venture is a 
store where you may enter the 
future and see a virtual Star Trek 
setting. Some of the attractions 
require the use of virtual reality 
equipment to let customers move 
through the setting as if really 
there. 

But projects like this are far 
from reality for operators. 

One system operators got to 
see at the ACME show in March 
was from VR8, which was touted 
as “virtual reality for the masses,” 
at a cost under $10,000. But the 
company was plagued with prob- 
lems and for all intents and pur- 
poses was out of business. How- 
ever, the company popped back 
and was showing product again at 
AMOA in October with vague 
explanations of what happened. 
While it’s still too early to tell 
what the company’s plans will be, 
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Vending name-brand food items is a popular idea. 


suffice it to say that its open for 
business. 

It could fairly be said that 
Alternate Worlds Technology is 
making a favorable impression. 
Shown at AMOA, attendees gen- 
erally named its games as their 
favorites in virtual reality. At the 
other end of the financial spec- 
trum was Visions of Reality, a 
high-end virtual reality system 
costing quite a bit. “This is a sys- 
tem for very specialized loca- 
tions,” said one operator. “I know 
most won't be able to touch it.” 

He added, “I can see potential 
in virtual reality but the fact is, I 
don't think we'll see much for 
quite a few years. Let's face it, 
most operators are struggling to 
pay for regular video games.” 


Value 


When speaking of value in this 
day and age, we agree that cus- 
tomers in all industries are look- 
ing to stretch their dollars and 
get the best value they can. 

Redemption offers that extra 
value in the coin machine indus- 
try. An operator described it like 
this: “I define redemption success 
as having equipment in which I 
was Offered a reasonable return 
on investment and the final con- 
sumer would play, play, play if he 
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deemed his money well spent in 
entertainment value. In essence, 
the final consumer believes the 
value to be great. If the consumer 
believed value was offered in 
video games there would be an 
explosion in play also. Where is 
the value?” 

In a seminar at ACME, Rhonda 
Fletcher, Frank Seninsky and Sue 
Monday answered the question— 
Redemption: why now, why ever? 
They agreed that family enter- 
tainment centers are becoming 
very popular, replacing the old 
arcade image of a place where 
kids hang around. These loca- 
tions are fast becoming places 
where everyone in the family can 
pass a good time and leave with 
tangible rewards from the re- 
demption counter. They encou- 
raged operators to market their 
redemption. “People want the 
same experience they get ata 
major theme park on a smaller 
scale. You must create an excit- 
ing feeling and good signs telling 
customers what they can win,” 
explained Monday. 

Fletcher emphasized the value 
of promotions, like rewards for 
good report cards. She also noted 
that creative thinking applies to 
merchandise buying as well. “The 
key to customer satisfaction is 
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Operators like the new snack vendors. 
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es 


keeping them happy. Give them 
the merchandise they want,” she 
said. 

Seninsky said, “Redemption is 
not for the faint of heart. It 
requires hard work, but the 
rewards are certainly there.” 


vending 


Vending generated more atten- 
tion in ‘93 from music and games 
operators, prompting Play Meter 
to devote a section on vending 
people and products. Don Hesch, 
in a “Coinman Interview,” offered 
this advice for operators looking 
to get into some type of vending: 
“Buy reliable equipment and go 
slowly. Do your homework and 
learn before you go crazy and put 
a lot of equipment out there. It 
always looks easier than it really 
is. If you jump in too quickly, it 
can eat you up real fast.” 

He continued, “Vending is a 
capital-intensive business, and 
the returns are a little bit differ- 
ent. In music and games you're 
selling time, whereas in vending 
youre actually selling a product. 
You have to wear different hats.” 

The dollar coin was again pro- 
moted during the year. Although 
also significant for music and 
games operators, we'll discuss it 
here. Vending operators are pro-

moting it as strong as the music 
and games ones. “The dollar coin 
would allow us to move beyond 
the pricing restrictions that we 
have now,’ Hesch said of the dol- 
lar coin. : 

Operators, undaunted by past 
lack of support, converged on 
Washington in May donning “I 
Support the Dollar Coin” buttons 
and armed with dollar coin mate- 
rials. Howard Cole of Cole 
Vending suggested, “Those few 
who are against the dollar coin 
will be sent a letter asking them 
to explain why they don’t support 
it. We want their reasons in writ- 
ing.” 


Other issues 


We talked about virtual reality 
as the latest and greatest new 
technology, but there’s more. 
Rumors of even more startling 
new technologies swept through 
the industry. 

We ve heard about the battle of 
who can do what on the phone 
lines. Boiled down to the street 
level, the phone and technology 
companies would like to ulti- 
mately transmit music and games 
over the phone lines and into 
your locations. 
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ing every year. 


So how far from reality is this? 
In May we learned that Sega was 
preparing to test a new video 
channel. Sega, Time Warner En- 
tertainment, and Tele-Communi- 
cations formed a joint venture to 
launch the channel, an interac- 
tive cable TV providing video 
games. 

After purchasing a Sega 
Genesis home arcade system and 
a special decoder cartridge, play- 
ers could select games and other 
program material from a menu 
on the screen. For a monthly fee, 
subscribers would have access to 
a well-stocked and constantly 
updated library of games. 
“Virtually every cable operator 
will be able to offer this exciting 
high-tech service now, without 
waiting for the new digital cable 
technologies,” said a senior vice 
president of TCI. 

Dave Stubblefield called the 
winter Consumer Electronics 
Show (CES) a “showcase of gal- 
loping technology.” There were 
18-inch satellite dishes, cars that 
roll their own windows up when it 
rains, and sunglasses that are 
actually televisions. Home sys- 
tems are using or planning to use 
sophisticated 32-bit systems and 
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The International Flipper Pinball Association (IFPA) is grow- 


are drawing more interested par- 
ties than Atari, Sega, and Nin- 
tendo. 


Outlook 


It is getting harder and harder 
to predict anything in this indus- 
try. New innovations and hot 
issues continue to make their 
presence known. After attending 
the Fun Expo in Nashville in 
September, I think I can say with 
a fair amount of certainty that 
family entertainment centers are 
on the rise. 

There were lots of attendees 
soaking up all the information 
they could before making a com- 
mitment. As the number of 
youngsters rises, the economy 
plunges, and parents opt to stay 
closer to home during vacations, 
large complexes—pocket parks— 
will house everything a family will 
need to have fun. There’s bumper 
cars and boats, games, redemp- 
tion, mini-golf, basketball, base- 
ball batting cages, food, and “soft 
play,” tubes and balls so inviting 
to very young kids. 

Because of the attention to 
pocket parks, I think we'll begin 
seeing a focus on equipment to 
stock them. Redemption games

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will dominate our shows as it has 
done the last several shows, and 
we should see some outstanding 
_ offerings. 

Street operators will not be for- 
gotten as companies not concen- 
trating on virtual reality or 
expensive sit-down games see an 
opportunity to supply a definite 
demand. Street locations will still 
need good games, jukeboxes, 
pool tables, and dart games. 
Speaking of darts and pool, 
leagues and tournaments will 
become even stronger as opera- 
tors find value in promotions. 
Companies will also find better 
ways to get operators involved, 
making the paperwork much eas- 
ier to handle. 

I'm afraid that our industry will 
be under severe attack over the 
violence in video games issue. 
But it’s a Catch-22 situation: as 


more publicity is generated, the 
more the kids want to play those 
games! A great example is Mortal 
Kombat II, shown at AMOA. 
Every kid visiting the exhibit floor 
was drawn to the game. When 
asked what they liked, often the 
answer was “the violence!” It will 
be interesting to see if companies 
like Nintendo, after making a 
bold stand against selling Mortal 
Kombat for the home without the 
finishing moves, will decide to 
give the players what they seem 
to want and sell the same version 
as Sega. 

And how will the video game 
rating system work for Sega? 
Since the company opted to sell 
the violent, blood and guts ver- 
sion along with a rating system, 
will more companies elect to 
label the games? Or will it back- 
fire?

attendee said, “I like seeing those 
ratings because then I'll know not 
to waste my time on the mild 
games. I like all that violence.” 

The issue will not go away, but 
how we handle it will make a dif- 
ference. We do influence chil- 
dren, no doubt, but we are also 
obligated to offer the best enter- 
tainment for the player’s money. 
If violent themes are the ones 
players are hooked on, I don't see 
veering from that course. 

At AMOA we saw some games 
with cutesy themes, much like 
Pac-Man during the space game 
blitz. Will one of these cute games 
change industry history? Only 
time will tell.

Let's pull no punches: 1993 was 
a dismal year for coin machine 
operators laboring to pass new 
video gaming legislation. An apt 
Summation: an outpouring of 
effort without tangible results. 

Following is a brief rundown of 
the year’s activity in the United 
States, and a recap of significant 
matters discussed at the AMOA 
Expo ‘93 seminar: “Video Gaming: 
What’s Hot? What’s Not?” 
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The year in a nutshell 
Best bet to join the fold: West 
Virginia. Video lottery was sched- 
uled to expand from the test pro- 
gram at the Mountaineer State 
Park racing facility to a statewide 
program. The Lottery Commis- 
sion gave the nod, Gov. Caperton 
was for it, then controversy arose 
over the implementation. Would 
it be one manufacturer for the 
central computer system and all 
the terminals, or would it be a 
free market? The answer was a 

Surprise: one manufacturer. 
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A federal investigation into 
improprieties in the decision- 
making process complicated the 
matter. One Lottery commission- 
er resigned, the governor put the 
whole matter on ice, and then- 
Lottery director Butch Bryan 
resigned. Video lottery has since 
been approved for other state 
race tracks, but expansion be- 
yond that level may be long in 
coming. (Check the “News Bulle- 
tin” for the latest developments.) 


Near miss: Maine and Indiana; 
close, but no cigar. 

Watch out: South Dakota, the 
flagship of video gaming, is again 
under fire. At the start of the pro- 
gram in October 1989, the state 
received 22.5 percent of proceeds 
after customer payouts. The 
amount inched upward to 25 per- 
cent in 1991, 35 percent in 1992, 
then 36 percent this past March. 
In addition, license fees skyrock- 
eted. Unfortunately, legislators 
see video lottery as a cash cow. 

In other South Dakota develop- 
ments, the constitutionality of the 
public/private partnership video 
lottery was challenged but ruled 
valid in April. The Lottery 
Commission approved nickel 
play to allow players more enter- 
tainment time for their money. 

Just say “no”: Wisconsin citi- 
zens turned out in April to vote 
on a binding constitutional 
amendment to limit gambling 
and five referenda questions 
related to gambling activities. 
The final vote: 59 percent to limit 
gambling (dashing hopes of video 
gaming), 41 percent against.

ship. Gov. Edwards would like to 
repeal the 1991 law that allowed 
the machines to become legal in 
the first place. His main gaming 
interest is in the soon-to-open 
temporary (and the future per- 
manent) casino in New Orleans. 

The law allows liquor-licensed 
establishments to have three 
games per location, except for 
race tracks and OTBs, which can 
have an unlimited number, and 
truck stops, which can have 50. 
Everyone and his brother-in-law 
wants to build a truck stop; many 
look like mini-casinos. 

As of Sept. 15, $5 and $10 bills 
can be used in the machines 
instead of only $1 bills. The 
Louisiana Amusement and Music 


Herseth. 


Operators Association had long 
endorsed such a measure for 
security reasons and the conve- 
nience of both the players and the 
locations. 

New rules down South: South 
Carolina approved new rules gov- 
erning the operation of legal 
gaming devices, limiting the 
number of machines to eight per 
location until July 1, 1994, and five 
after that date. 

An influx of newcomers in 
South Carolina’s video poker 
business installed large numbers 
of machines and caused public 
concern. License fees remain at 
$1,500 per machine, per year, 
with a maximum payout per play- 
er of $125 per 24-hour period. The

state is gradually moving toward 
more regulation and electronic 
accountability in the future. 

Way out West: Oregon contin- 
ues with its Lottery-run program 
in which video poker machines (5 
per location) are leased directly 
from the manufacturers for 
placement in liquor-licensed 
establishments. While slow to 
start in 1992, the system is run- 
ning much smoother now. The 
coin machine operator popula- 
tion has nosedived while the 
Lottery employee rolls have 
increased. 

Dockside gaming: Mississippi's 
Gulf Coast continues to experi- 
ence an economic rebound 
thanks to dockside gaming; ditto 
for other parts of the state where 
gaming flourishes. August 1992 
marked the opening of the first 
casino; now there are over 11. 
The law does not limit the num- 
ber of gaming enterprises, just 
that they be over water. Seagoing 
vessels or casinos built on barges 
both qualify.

son, director of legislative affairs 
for the Minnesota Operators of 
Music and Amusements; Frank 
Blackburn, attorney in Baton 
Rouge, La.; Sen Lars Herseth of 
Houghton, S.D.; and Robert 
Correa of Hasvold Vending Co. in 
Sioux Falls, S.D. 

Anderson tackled the hot and 
cold aspects of video gaming, 
endorsing grass-roots, coalitions, 
consistent messages, and articu- 
late spokespersons as hot and 
important. High-priced lobbyists 
were among the out-of-fashion 
elements when it comes to pass- 
ing gaming legislation. 

Anderson’s view on grass- 
roots? He quoted Tip O’Neil: “All 
politics is local.” “You can't hire 
someone to get a law passed,” 
said Anderson. “You can't buy a 
law. What you need to do is go 
talk to everyone who would bene- 
fit from a fair and equitable gam- 
ing situation. That’s what we 
decided to do in Minnesota, 
change our focus and form a 
coalition of a much larger eco- 
nomic base.” 

Prime industries in Minnesota's 
coalition are hotels and motels, 
charities, local and county gov- 
ernments, and other entertain- 
ment associations. Local law 
enforcement can see the benefits 
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of a tightly regulated system. 
Minnesota’s message is not com- 
ing from only the coin machine 
industry. Instead, several indus- 
tries are united under the ban- 
ner, “Revenue for Mainstreet 
Minnesota.” The push for video 
gaming is now becoming a local 
and rural economic issue. 


but instead discuss jobs and the 
local economy. Those are the 
things that win elections. Re- 
member that a politician’s main 
objective is to be elected. It 
comes down to who has the num- 
bers and influence to help them 
get elected and re-elected.” 

Anderson advised being pre- 
pared to face surveys saying that 
citizens don't want any more 
gambling and that present gam- 
bling does not hurt anyone. The 
results of the survey depend on 
the framing of the questions 
(example: “Do you favor the ex- 
pansion of gambling if the pro- 
ceeds are dedicated to educa- 
tion?” would elicit a more positive 
response than merely, “Do you 
favor the expansion of gam- 
bling?”). 

“The best defense against sur- 
veys is to conduct your own, using 
a reputable firm,” said Anderson. 
“Then you're ready to refute the 
evidence of your detractors. Be 
sure your study is not done by any

- According to Anderson, “We're 
overcoming the bad connotation 
that we’re the people who want to 
put slot machines in bars. We've 
made statewide media tours, 
including speeches to local cham- 
bers of commerce. When a large 
number of small businesses are 
affected by an issue, it filters up to 
the Legislature. “ 

Strategy number one: large 
metropolitan areas can't be con- 
vinced. Rely on rural media and 
rural legislators to make pro- 
gress. 

“We've become diverse in what 
we represent,” added Anderson. 
“We never talk about the money, 
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company with a vested interest in 
future gaming.” 

Other suggestions from An- 
derson: the best time to start a 
campaign is when the Legislature 
adjourns; attend county fairs 
where law enforcement and pol- 
iticians will be in attendance; and 
establish a data base of citizens 
and businesses to focus on specif- 
ic legislators. 

Concluded Anderson: “You 
can’t hit a home run if you don't 
stand up to the plate.” 

Frank Blackburn of Louisiana 
recounted his state’s efforts to 
legalize video poker, noting other 
new gaming ventures in the 
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works: 15 riverboats, one land- 
based casino, and three Indian 
casinos. 

He acknowledged that the key 
to passing the video poker bill in 
Louisiana rested squarely on the 
shoulders of a few dedicated coin 
machine operators. 

The regulating body for video 
poker in Louisiana is the state 
police. Said Blackburn, “The state 
police have taken full authority in 
terms of making the rules and 
regulations.” 

He discussed the escalating 
number of truck stops in the state 
(48), which are allowed 50 games 
each. In the question and answer 
period he explained that the 
police are overwhelmed adminis- 
tering the program. “The Legis- 
lature didn’t give them the money 
promised to do the job,” he said. 

Blackburn cautioned: “Try not 
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to leave too much out of your bill. 
Don’t settle for only three ma- 
chines, go for five or six.” Based 
on Louisiana’s experience, Black- 
burn would like to see a bill that 
affords a chance for locations to 
get more machines if warranted. 

Sen. Herseth gave the legisla- 
tor’s perspective: “Every state is 
unique in what’s happening and 
what can happen. All of a sudden 
in the last 10 years there's been a 
mushrooming effect and gaming 
is all over. The hungry jaws of 
state government need more tax 
revenue. Gaming is seen as an 
easy source of funds.” 

He warned that once gaming is 
passed in a State it becomes a 
public issue. A group that was not 
controversial can become the big 
issue. “You're the ripe cherry out 
there to be picked,” he noted. 
“The Legislature will be looking 
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at you every year.” 

“Video lottery is the number 
one form of gaming in South 
Dakota,” said Sen. Herseth. “It’s 
been good business for South 
Dakota.” It appears that instead 
of gaming success being lauded, 
it causes jealousy and becomes 
the scapegoat for every social ill. 

“Sen. Herseth recognizes that 
gaming is no different than any 
other business and looks at the 
benefits for the state,” said 
Correa. “The Amusement and 
Music Operators Association rec- 
ognizes that legalized gaming in 
the United States is here to stay 
and is a national issue. We need 
to do everything possible to 
assure that our membership has 
the opportunity to pursue gam- 
ing.” 

To that end, the new gaming 
committee has been refocusing 
its energy. Correa detailed tools 
that the committee will make 
available: 

1. The Video Gaming Guidepost 
monthly newsletter, which pro- 
vides solid, factual, up-to-the- 
minute information. 

2. A speaker’s bureau that will 
offer five presentations in differ- 
ent categories, from “How to Pass 
Legislation” to “Game Placement 
and Market Penetration.” 

3. An economic impact study on 
a national basis, something that 
has not been done before. 

Added Correa: “The whole 
world is studying gaming from 
every aspect but there’s never 
been a study tying in all the legal 
jurisdictions. The political envi- 
ronment is being bombarded with 
information on gaming but not 
from uS. 


“These are the hopes and 
desires of the committee. We 
solicit your input.”

If you are planning to introduce a 
novelty ticket-dispensing game, 
consider this idea: a dinosaur- 
themed candy crane tic-tac-toe 
basketball shooting gallery with a 
progressive jackpot. These ele- 
ments were common to redemp- 
tion equipment on the AMOA 
Expo exhibit floor, although not 
all found in one game (yet). 
Redemption games were every- 
where. Companies that have tra- 
ditionally focused on this type of 
equipment had booths filled with 
new offerings, as well as a gener- 
ous sampling of proven classics. 
Young companies with fresh 
ideas ventured forth with prod- 
uct, hopeful that there’s always 
room for a better mousetrap.

“There’s enough tic-tac-toe- 
type games,” said one exhibitor, 
who had obviously seen his fill. 
Another exhibitor was happy with 
the response to his novelty prod- 
uct, but added, “Arcade operators 
can find a lot of good equipment 
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for them, but it’s about the third 
show where street operators have 
not been able to find much. | 
haven't seen many street opera- 
tors at this show.” 

Redemption game manufactur- 
ers have had a tough time con- 
vincing street operators to add 
redemption on their routes. To 
that end, a number of companies 
are manufacturing combination 
game/merchandise machines 
that dispense prizes on the spot. 

Redemption games are a 
delight for the senses—all those 
bright and unusual colors—and 
most have seats attached so play- 
ers get comfy and keep playing. 
Slide the token, aim the gun, hit 
the buttons, spit out those ping- 
pong balls, and hear the bells and 
whistles (literally). Redemption 
games generate excitement; it’s 
hard to tear yourself away from 
just one more try at that target 
and more tickets. 

Although adults are just as 
likely to play the games, it’s chil- 
dren who are the main audience. 
One operator from Montana 
enjoyed touring the show with his 
seven-year-old daughter. “I like 
to see what she likes,” he com- 
mented. “I’m thinking about 
adding redemption. It seems that 
everything is going in that direc- 
tion. There’s a lot of legal gam- 
bling in Montana right now and it 
may be a good time for redemp- 
tion.” 

It appears that even in areas 
where legal gambling has taken 
hold, operators still look for other 
entertainment choices for their 
customers. 

Whether it was redemption, 
pinball, or video, one operator 
lamented: “So much won't be 
available until Christmas or after. 
My best season is now, until the 
end of January. I’m coming to the 
shows with a new frame of think- 
ing. This fall show has more prod- 
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uct I'll be placing in the spring 
because of game availability. 

“Even so, this is one of the most 
exciting shows I've been to ina 
few years. There’s a good variety 
of equipment in different price 
ranges, for a total entertainment 
package.” 

Cranes have been prematurely 
pronounced dead. Several com- 
panies have ceased making the 
games, although Grayhound 
Electronics won AMOA’s “Best 
Redemption Game” award for its 
Skill Crane. One look around the 
Show floor revealed at least five 
cranes filled with candy items, 
another with T-shirts. It proves 
that with imagination cranes can 
have an extended life. 

One crane and redemption 
game manufacturer who is clos- 
ing out his crane inventory said: 
“Cranes were the first game that 
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really made people think about 
redemption. It’s rare that I dis- 
continue a game, but production 
cannot keep up with all the new 
games we have in progress. I like 
to move on. You must grow.”

popularity of redemption, com- 
pare the number of exhibitors 
with prize merchandise, tickets, 
and other accessory items (35) to 
the number of companies exhibit- 
ing ticket-dispensing games (38). 
It’s almost one to one. 

In closing, a word about kiddie 
rides, another exploding equip- 
ment category. The rise in the 
number and variety of kiddie 
rides at the show indicates a 
recognition of the under-12 
crowd, the result of the baby 
boom in the early ‘80s. Family 
entertainment centers know that 
the 3- to 11-year-old age group 
makes up the lion’s share of their 
customers, thus redemption 
takes on a greater priority in 
their game areas. Look for more 
redemption and more kiddie 
rides at upcoming industry trade 
events. LJ 
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What's hot in redemption merchandise 


The overwhelming popularity of 
redemption is challenging the 
redemption merchandise manufac- 
turers to keep the prizes innovative 
and fresh. Although the challenge is 
harder, many of the companies 
exhibiting at AMOA have been 
meeting the demand with uncanny 
expertise. 

One definite trend is toward 
“high-end” merchandise. Bonita 
Marie’s David Katz explains, “Kids 
have gotten smarter. They used to 
trade their tickets in immediately 
for slum items or take them home 
and end up throwing them away. 
Now they are saving and pooling 
them for the better prizes.” 

The high-end items include elec- 
tronics, like the Rap ‘N Tap Beat 
Machine from Rebbeca’s, Oriental 
Trading’s remote control cars, 
Launching Helicopter, Soarer’s 
Squirt Gun, and toy guns with elec- 
tronic sound. Dan Brechner’s 
Sondra Doyle echoes that their 
“heavy” plush items are selling at a 
brisk pace. 

Sports items are also hot. They’re 
a mainstay at the newly-combined 


Ace Novelty and Acme Premium. 
Ace/Acme’s Jack Kelly lists many 
major league sports items as top 
sellers. Bonita Marie is solid with 
sports collectibles, like auto- 
graphed sports cards laminated on 
plaques, sports figurines, and col- 
lector sports plates. Tom Portale of 
Prizes! couldn’t agree more that 
sports items are popular. His com- 
pany is carrying licensed college 
and NFL soft footballs, NBA basket- 
balls, major league sports cards, 
helmets, and more. In addition, 
HMS Monaco has a full line of 
sports caps. 

Most companies acknowledge 
that dinosaurs, made popular with 
the movie Jurassic Park, are start- 
ing to fade, but are quick to point 
out that new, exciting topical items 
are waiting in the wings. Rebecca's 
Deborah Cherry is counting on fan- 
tasy rings and chokers with crystal 
centerpieces. “Either on cord or vel- 
vet, they're hot!,” she said. 

HMS’s Bruce Haber has “Way 
Cool ‘60’s” jewelry and chokers and 
several Beavis and Butthead items. 
Candy, as a slum item, is making a 


heavy appearance in many redemp- 
tion supplier booths. Laramie 
Interest is carrying “Warheads,” the 
atomically hot or sour candy (it had 
many a sampling showgoer retch- 
ing for trash cans), and the “Wally 
Warhead” plush character as a 
trade-up. 

Other new items, some licensed 
themes and some not, include: 
Ace/Acme’s Tiny ‘toons and Looney 
‘toons; Play-By-Play’s Flintstone 
characters from the upcoming 
movie and Coca-Cola Polar Bears, 
and Laramie Interest’s Norfin 
Trolls. Dan Brechner is planning a 
new “Zoo Line ‘94” and the Neptune 
line of sea creatures. 

Seasonal plush will always be the 
backbone of any redemption center, 
but as ALD Service’s Allan Deutch- 
mann says, “They expect new, addi- 
tional items every year. For exam- 
ple, if you have a Santa one year, 
you better have an elf or reindeer 
the next.” 

It looks like there’s plenty to 
choose from when you get ready to 
make your selection. 1

nce again Play Meter has put the 
heat on me to choose the new 
games and equipment that will 
have the most impact on our 
industry in the upcoming months. 
I have had an excellent track 
record for the past 12 years, even 
though there have been instances 
where a pick didn’t top the charts 
initially. However, it won out in 
the long run. 
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This show I got to spend more 
time on the floor than ever 
before, and I enjoyed it. Here are 
the games and equipment that 
Alpha-Omega Amusements will 
be buying. I believe they will not 
only earn well but also hold their 
value (a phrase that really means

rate”).

price.

Our situation is a little bit dif- 
ferent. We just recently complet- 
ed the change-over from Atlas to 
Betson, and as a result we 
couldn't supply parts and service 
the way we would've liked for the 
first four months of 1993. So vend- 
ing sales for the first six months 
of this year were soft, but since 
the end of September, when 
Rowe came back on line and 
began filling our orders much 
better, sales have been much 
stronger. 

Our glass-front snack vendor 
sales are increasing, because cus- 
tomers are still upgrading their 
older machines to glass-front 
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market locations with 50 to 100 
people in a combination blue col- 
lar/white collar environment, not 
strictly blue collar. You could see 
that the manufacturers are an- 
swering the market needs. Rowe, 
our line, came out with some 
down-sized equipment for small- 
er locations, and Automatic 
Products now has a line to com- 
pete with what GLASCO is doing. 

The most prominent companies 
that stuck out in my mind were 
the frozen food people; there 
were a lot of them in Chicago. 
They have a lot of frozen food 
varieties available to the vending 
operator right now, and thus the 
two most talked about pieces on 
the show floor were frozen food 
vendors from Rowe and ECC. In 
fact, we just picked up the ECC 
line at the show. The flexibility of 
that machine is such that it can 
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accommodate single ice cream 
bars all the way up to bigger 
packages. 

I have some music and games 
operators who are attempting to 
cross over into vending, but it’s a 
small percentage. They’re finding 
that it’s a totally different busi- 
ness. The closest experience 
they've had is dealing with 
cranes, but with vending there's 
the matter of perishable prod- 
ucts. To tell you the truth, I see 
the advent of new, small vending 
companies coming on the horizon 
before I see music and games 
operators changing over. In the 
last two to three months, we ve 
added 12 new accounts that are 
strictly small vending companies. 

My outlook for 1994 is very posi- 
tive. First of all, we’re now Betson, 
which gives us the financial 
wherewithal to be more competi-

tive in our dealings with manu- 
facturers and more competitive 
with other distributors, in terms 
of service, parts, and equipment 
price points. Second, were a 
Rowe-only vending distributor; 
we don’t handle competing lines. 
This last quarter has been strong, 
especially in Rowe vending sales. 
Their move to Texas has been 
completed, which will allow them 
to produce equipment and hit 
their delivery dates more effi- 
ciently than earlier this year. 

I also see some activity in the 
marketplace in terms of contracts 
coming due for large locations. 
This business is predicated on 
contracts changing over. The new 
vending guy going in wants to 
press the account with new 
equipment, which is where you 
get the sales. As far as new busi- 
ness moving into the area, I don't 
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anticipate much. Most of our 
business next year will likely 
come from locations changing 
hands, but there will be a fair 
amount of it. So I’m optimistic 
about 1994.

Vending was strong this year, 
though it’s running as much as 10 
percent behind what it was this 
time last year. I attribute it to the 
economy in general, but more 
specifically I think it’s because of 
the conservative nature of the 
guys in the business. They did all 
they could to avoid buying new 
machines by rotating them and 
getting rid of poor accounts. 

The segment of the vending 
industry that’s been inundated 
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the most by new kinds of presen- 
tations, new kinds of marketing, 
is canned drink vendors. At one 
time in your life all you saw were 
7-Up machines or Coca-Cola 
machines. Now you see Veryfine 
machines, Shasta machines, 
Snapple machines, and so on. To 
get their share of market pene- 
tration, these different manufac- 
turers are trying to run some 
kind of promotion vis-a-vis prod- 
uct or special pricing on the 
machines. The operator has had 
great opportunities to cash in on 
this. 

At the NAMA show in Chicago, 
I saw a lot of things that I liked. 
Now it’s just a matter of getting 
those machines in my hands so 
that I can sell them. 

I'm aware that in some areas of 
the country, music and games 
operators are becoming more 
interested in vending. Unfortun- 
ately, that situation doesn’t really 
exist in my backyard. For the 
operator who has no experience 
at all in vending, I guess there’s a 
reluctance to try something so 
alien. He will sooner try a promo- 
tion or a tournament with a prod- 
uct he’s familiar with than ven- 
ture into a whole new domain. 

As for 1994, I anticipate a year 
comparable to what we just went 
through: 10 percent less than 
before. I don’t see anything on the 
horizon that would necessarily 
Change us around. 


Ron Gold 
Cleveland Coin Machine 
Cleveland, OH 

There’s been an upswing in the 
sale of vending equipment since 
mid-summer. That’s generally the 
trend, based on conversations 
I've had with other major distrib- 
utors. We're looking for strong 
vending sales to continue in 1994. 
It appears that the national and 
large independents are taking 
advantage of some very good 
equipment and some very good 
opportunities that currently exist. 
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As for equipment, there’s been 
a dramatic increase in the sale of 
can vendors. That’s due, I think, 
to the special product opportuni- 
ties offered by suppliers like 
Shasta/Faygo, Veryfine, and Juice 
Bowl. Their product programs 
complement and really enhance 
sales of the equipment. Besides 
cigarettes, the other equipment 
segments are pretty bullish all 
across the board. 

Based on what I saw at the 
NAMA show, it looks like there 
have been even greater advance- 
ments in hot beverage equip- 
ment. It’s becoming very sophisti- 
cated with respect to the multi- 
plicity of flavors being offered— 
espresso, Cappuccino, and other 
varieties. 


ing industry, and while it’s not a 
big percentage of our business, it 
is important. 

Being in the Southeast, canned 
soda sales have always been 
important to us. We've been a 
Dixie-Narco distributor for a 
number of years. In general, the 
manufacturers have been coming 
out with a lot of impressive 
canned drink vendors to keep 
that segment of the industry 
strong. And the coffee business 
has been great for us this year. 
The availability of flavored coffees 
has been responsible to some 
degree. 

In terms of new equipment, 
Rowe’s junior food machine looks 
exciting, as does their french fry 
machine and pizza machine. I’m 
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I don’t see more music and 
games operators becoming 
involved with vending. What I see 
are more new companies coming 
into the vending field. It’s been 
established that they see more 
opportunities in the vending 
industry than in the amusement 
industry. Those are my new cus- 
tomers, not cross-over amuse- 
ment operators.

We experienced one of our best 
vending years ever in 1993, yet I 
understand others just experi- 
enced so-so years. I know we 
were helped by the recession 
tapering off, and though the econ- 
omy hasn’t bounced back full- 
steam, gradual improvements 
have been made. This is reflected 
in our vending business: we’re 
gradually picking up a little bit 
here and there. We’ve had new 
customers coming into the vend- 
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looking forward to those products 
being finished and ready for sale. 

We don’t have many music and 
games operators as our vending 
customers—quite frankly, a fair 
amount of our new business 
comes from people who’ve been 
stuck badly by the “blue sky” 
operators. I think music and 
games is a tougher business than 
vending, without question. You 
have to be more careful, whereas 
vending is more predictable and 
not terribly complicated, which 
isn't to say it isn’t hard work. I 
just don’t think music and games 
and vending blend well together. 

Those who get into both ulti- 
mately end up separating them. 
They're two different businesses; 
one is highly involved with inven- 
tory, while the other isn’t at all. 

I have a positive outlook for 
1994. With the gradually improv- 
ing economy, I think vending is 
going to have a bright future. (|

Adventurous pinball 
and video fighters 


As we pored over our latest 
issue of Play Meter, we noticed a 
few things about our column that 
could be changed. First, we decid- 
ed that adding pinball game 
reviews would be a good idea. 
Second, we acknowledge that 
fighting-themed games are here 
to stay. Technology improves at a 
speed more rapid than the popu- 
larity of fighting games diminish- 
es. 

The title and purpose of 
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“Player's Perspective” is to give 
the player’s point of view, an 
opinion of the theme, look, and 
play of a new game, not state- 
ments from the head of the com- 
pany that manufactured it. 

This marks the last group of 
games for 1993, a year of ad- 
vancement and growth for the 
industry. We look forward to play- 
ing all the new releases that were 
introduced at the AMOA Expo. 


Indiana Jones 


Williams’ newest pinball game 
is a license from the popular 
Lucasfilm trilogy, the Indiana 
Jones adventures. Indy, as friends 
call him, is a college professor of 
archaeology and an adventurer 
whose curiosity of the supernat- 
ural and unknown often places 
him in deadly situations. His trav- 
els take him from jungle temples 
to desert pyramids to Nazi battle- 
fields. 

Memorable scenes from “Rai- 
ders of the Lost Ark,” “Temple of 
Doom,” and “The Last Crusade” 
appear on the pinball playfield. 
When approaching the game, the 
player notices that the now 
scarce “plunger” has been re- 
placed by an early century pistol 
grip and trigger, which is used to 
shoot the ball onto the field or as 
part of the video mode. 

The right side of the playfield 
contains a replica of an Aztec 
temple with a large golden idol 
that rotates and releases locked 
balls. Balls may be locked in a 
secret passage behind three idol 
targets. The center holds two 
curving ramps that simulate an 
aerial dogfight as the ball rolls by 
the two plane models fixed above 
the ramp. 
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The right ramp has an alter- 
nate route that opens when the 
word A-D-V-E-N-T-U-R-E is 
spelled out on targets in the bot- 
tom field. This alternate route 
takes the ball to the rear of the 
game, over the rope bridge, and 
onto a never- before seen tilting 
mini-playfield that is controlled 
by the left and right flipper but- 
tons. 

If the ball is successfully car- 
ried across the tilting floor, a 
bonus is awarded. Three holes on 
the moving field simulate bottom- 
less pits on the dot-matrix display 
if the ball falls through. 
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On Indiana Jones it is more dif- 
ficult to lose a ball down the side 
pathways, which allows the play- 
er to concentrate on manipulat- 
ing it down the middle. The major 
achievement of the game, though, 
is the combination soundtrack, 
voice synthesis, and ball interac- 
tion. All three aspects fit together 
to make each game played seem 
like a run through all three 
movies. 

Sounds used in the game are 
exactly the same as those used in 
the movies: machine guns, plane 
attacks, cracking whips— the 
whole nine yards. Since sound is 
a major feature of this pinball, it 
should be placed where the 
sound from neighboring games 
won't overpower it. 
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Super Street Fighter Il 


Capcom's newest kit release is 
not so much a sequel to the popu- 
lar Street Fighter game series as it 
is an upgrade. Initial news of the 
game, as well as the additional 
title “New Challenge,” gives the 
impression of all-new characters 
and scenes. 
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Capcom's Super Street Fighter II 
draws a crowd of young players. 





Konami's Violent Storm is a scrolling 
fighting kit. 
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The controls, character moves, 
and sounds remain the same as 
in the original game, but several 
things have been added to im- 
prove the overall action. First, 
four new characters (Cammie, 
DeeJay, Feilong, Thunder Hawk) 
and four accompanying battle 
scenes allow the player a wider 
choice for martial arts interac- 
tion. More detail has been added 
to the character’s faces on the 
fighter selection screen, and the 
attract mode features a good dis- 
play of Ryu in a bouncing fighting 
position. 

During each battle players are 
awarded visual bonuses for the 
first successful attack and any 
two-hit combination moves per- 
formed. The game should do well 
in an arcade filled with the previ- 
ous titles in this series, or aS a 
first-buy for operators interested 
in an already proven but 
improved game. 


Violent Storm 


Konami wasted no time in 
debuting a new scrolling, fighting 
kit right after the interestingly 
themed Metamorphic Force. 
Although the game has no prob- 
lems with its simplicity of controls 
or character interactions, there 
isn’t enough of an original theme. 

The kit allows three players to 
battle near-future gang members 
(resembling characters from the 
“Road Warrior” movie) in order to 
rescue a kidnapped lady friend. 
Different scenes embellish the 
game, such as thug hideouts, 
deserted city streets, and moving 
trains. 

The same character move- 
ments from Metamorphic Force 
and X-Men are evident, but the 
theme is much like Capcom's 
Final Fight. The game plays well 
and is probably a good acquisition 
for a location needing a current 
title, but it may be lost in a large 
arcade full of fighting games. |/

n Aug. 10, 1993, President Clinton 
signed the new tax law: The 
Revenue Reconciliation Act of 
1993. Nine days later, while I was 
speaking at a seminar sponsored 
by a national trade association, a 
family business owner asked me, 
“Irv, what do you think of the new 
law?” My response: “It’s some- 
thing like moving the deck chairs 
around on the Titantic.” 

Except for the huge increase in 
tax rates—a real disaster—the 
rest of the act is a complicated 
maze of do-nothing political com- 
promise. It’s a bad law. 

Let’s begin by examining the 
tax-rate situation under the act. 

Individual tax rates: For start- 
ers, the act adds a 36 percent tax 
rate to the existing 15, 28, and 31 
percent rates. The new 36 per- 
cent rate is retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1993, and applies to taxable 
income greater than: 

$140,000 for couples filing joint- 
ly 

$127,000 for heads of household 

$115,000 for single filers 

$70,000 for married persons fil- 
ing separately 

To round out the individual 
rate insult, conforming increases 
are slapped on corporations for 
the accumulated earnings tax, 
skyrocketing the rate from 28 
percent to 39.6 percent. Ouch! 

Next, the Act, in a soak-the-rich 
frenzy, adds a 3.6 percent surtax 
onto the top of the tax pile start- 
ing on income in excess of 
$250,000 for married couples fil- 
ing jointly and heads of house- 
hold, and starting at $125,000 for 
any single filer. That’s a top rate 
of 39.6 percent. But wait, we ain’t 
done yet! 
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New tax law hurts 


To ease their guilty con- 
sciences, Congress will allow you 
to pay any income tax increase 
caused by the new higher rates in 
three annual installments start- 
ing April 1994, free of any interest 
or penalty. In reality, an interest- 
free loan from the IRS. Take 
advantage of it. 

Corporate tax rates: Effective 
January 1, 1993, the Act inches up 
the top corporate rate from 34 
percent to 35 percent on taxable 
income over $10 million. 

Gas tax: Taxes on gasoline (14.1 
cents a gallon under the old law) 
and diesel fuel (20.1 cents a gallon 
under the old law) are increased 
by 4.3 cents a gallon, beginning 
Oct. 1, 1993. 

Medicare taxes: Beginning in 
1994, the $135,000 ceiling on earn- 
ings subject to the Medicare por- 
tion of the Social Security tax is 
lifted. Result? The 2.9 percent tax 
(1.45 percent each for employers 
and employees, 2.9 percent for 
self-employed) will apply without 
limit. 

Fat cats hit again: Hit #1—high- 
income taxpayers are subject to a 
limitation on the amount of 
deductions they can claim (in- 
creases rate 1 percent). Hit #2— 
high-income taxpayers also lose 
their personal exemptions (in- 
creases rate 1/2 percent). When 
you add it all up—the surtax, 
Medicare taxes, Hit #1 and Hit 
#2—-you could be lucky enough to 
send 44.5 percent of your income 
to Washington every year. Wow! 
Add some other peculiarities in 
the Act and it could be kicked up 
even higher. 

Capital gains: Good news, the 
rate is being held at 28 percent. 
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Gift and estate taxes: No news, 
which is good news. The top rates 
are held at 53 percent (starting at 
$2.5 million of taxable gifts/ 
estates) and 55 percent (in excess 
of $3 million). Also, no changes 
were made to the unified credit 
(exemption equivalent of $600,000) 
or the annual gift exclusion 
($10,000 per donee, $20,000 for 
married couples). 

Social Security benefits: Under 
the new Act, up to 85 percent of 
benefits may be taxable when 
provisional income (modified 
adjusted gross income plus one- 
half of Social Security benefits) 
rises above $34,000 for unmarried 
filers and $44,000 on a joint 
return. 

Next, let’s take a look at the 
important changes that affect 
your business. 

Expenses: These rules make me 
and millions of my fellow taxpay- 
ers see red. These are the three 
nightmarish rules that affect trav- 
el and entertainment deductions. 

e Meals and entertainment— 
only 50 percent is deductible 
(down from 80 percent). 


¢ Club dues—zero is deducti- 
ble (this means all clubs: golf, 
lunch, tennis, whatever). 

e Travel deductions—deduc- 
tions for spouses and dependents 
are virtually eliminated (just try 
telling your spouse that she can't 
go to the convention in Hawaii 
because of the new tax law). 

Amortization of intangibles: 
This new provision allows you to 
amortize 100 percent of intangi- 
bles (includes goodwill and cov- 
enants not to compete) acquired 
after Aug. 10, 1993, over a 15-year 
period. A retroactive election is 
available for all intangibles ac- 
quired after July 25, 1991. You 
may be able to get a refund. 

Expensing election: The amount 
of qualifying business assets (for 
example, equipment) eligible for 
expensing is increased from 
$10,000 to $17,500 per year, effec-

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tive for property placed in service 
in tax years beginning after Dec. 
31, 1992. 

Depreciation: More bad law. 
The depreciation period for busi- 
ness real estate is increased from 
31.5 years to 39 years. 

Retirement plan compensation 
limit: Starting in 1994, the applic- 
able compensation limit for quali- 
fied plans will be $150,000, 
reduced from $235,840. Thus 15 
percent of compensation will pro- 
duce only a $22,500 contribution 
to a profit-sharing plan for a high- 
ly paid executive. 

C corporation vs. S corporation: 
Hands down, the most commonly 
asked question by owners of 
closely held businesses since the 
Act became law is whether to stay 
an S corporation or switch to a C 
corporation. Unfortunately, the 
right answer varies depending on 
a number of factors and will be 
the subject of an in-depth future 
article. In the meantime, we have 
developed a comprehensive com- 
puter model in our office that 
clearly shows staying an S corpo- 
ration is almost always your best 
bet. 

As you can see, except for the 
increase in tax rates, the old tax 
law is still solidly in place. This 
means that reducing taxable 
income is now more important 
than ever. !

edemption games all have one 
thing in common: No, it’s not the 
tickets, but the ticket dispenser 
itself. There are currently three 
different manufactures of ticket 
dispensers: Clever Devices, Coin 
Controls, and Deltronic Labs. 

I'm not going to go into the pos- 
itives and negatives of each dis- 
penser, nor will I get into the 
technical aspects of each dis- 
penser. I’m going to save that for 
an upcoming article. What I am 
going to do is cover the general 
operation of a ticket dispenser. 





Grab a few tickets, look at them 
closely, and notice that there is 
an angle cut—sort of a V-shaped 
cut—on each side at the two-inch 
perforation of the tickets. This V 
cut is the notch. You'll also notice 
that in the middle of the ticket 
perforation is a hole. Coin 
Controls and Deltronic ticket 
dispensers use the notch to 
detect when a singe ticket has 
been dispensed. The third manu- 
facturer, Clever Devices, uses the 
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hole in the middle of the ticket 
perforation to detect a dispensed 
ticket. 

All ticket dispensers use a type 
of sensor that “shoots” a beam of 
light (the light is invisible) across 
a small space—a little larger than 
the ticket thickness itself—to a 
detector. When the notch or hole 
from a ticket passes in between 
this light source and the detector, 
a signal is sent back to the 
redemption game's logic board. 
This indicates that one ticket has 
passed the sensor and has been 
vended to the game player. If the 
game player has won more than 
one ticket, the redemption game 
keeps counting the notches or 
holes in the tickets until the cor- 
rect number has been dispensed 
to the player. 

The wires or connection to the 
industry-standard dispenser— 
one pulse, one ticket—are the 
same for all three dispenser man- 
ufacturers. Four wires are all that 
is required to “run” the ticket dis- 
penser. Two of these wires are for 
power—12 volts to be exact. 
Another is for the signal to turn 
on the dispenser motor, and the 
last one is for the notch signal 
from the ticket dispenser to the 
game's logic board. 


The only adjustment required 
for a ticket dispenser is a general 
cleaning of the optic sensor, 
because ticket fibers can clog the 
sensor. Checking for worn parts 
is also a must. 

The mounting for all three tick- 
ets dispensers is the same, so a 
bad dispenser can be replaced 
with a good one in just a few min- 
utes. LJ
